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NOT TO BE EXPECTED.

The earnest desire for peace, says
the Tribune, is worthy of praise, but
does not justify accounts calculated

"to ereate in the popular mind false
ideas of the possible interruptioa of
business or injury to seacoast towns
which might result from -war, or
wildly exaggerated conceptions of
danger. -Fidelity to the weltare and
honor of the country demands that
there should be no panic manufactur-
ing at this juncture, whether for sel-
fish or higher motives. The straight
forward and careful statement of the
facts is warranted, but nothing more.
The fact is that there is no oeccasion
to apprehend arrest or serious inter-
ruption of any of the great depart-
ments of business in this country in
case of war with such a power as
Spain, except such seizure or de-
struction of merchant shipping as
wight oceur mostly in distant waters.
This would indeed involve much loss
to individuals. Buot little over a
tenth of the imporis by war into the
United States and exports by water
Trom the United Slates was last year
in American vessels. It 1s not a
fact in which Americans can take
pride; bat 1t shows how small a part
of the foreign trade Is liable to in-
terruption if the further fact is con-
sidered that only about a sixth ot
the tonnage of the United States
merchant marine is employed in
foreign trade.

These considerations reduce to a
very small proportion of foreign
commerce the part whuch is liable to
tnterference by hostile vessels. Baut
respecting the part remaining, the
coasiwise trade and the possible in-
jury to. ports along the seacoast,

~gther facls have to be reckoned.
Spain cannol keep afloat slong this

~weoast, thousands of miles away from
supplies of coal, any considerable
nmumber of vessels engageld in prey-
ing upon our commerce or threaten-
iing our seaports. It is therefore
wpertinent to consider what objects
would be gained by =a hostile vessel
eent on such a cruise far from a base
of supplies. The captore of sundry
smerchant wvessels would offer no re-
turn of consequence, because there 1s
no ready port into which prizes cocld
be taken lor sale, nor could an armed
wessel afford io load itself down with
the goods from merchant vessels in
order to carry tbem across the At-

It bas been stated, and probably
with truth, that the supply of beavy
ammunition in Havana is short. Our
fleet will not lack for tkis requisite,
Probably Gen. Blanco can mass 20.-
000 or 30,000 men in the works
around the city. But he is be-
leaguered at the outset, absolutely
cut off from s base. It-isnot be-
lieved that he has supplies to last a
month. The surrounding country 1s
desolated and full of insurgents. The
element of disaffection in the city
has not be gauged.

At lsst the noisy jingoes of Ha-—|
vana begin to realize that Spain can-
not nsk a ship to ‘defend them, or to
send them supplies of focd and am-
munpition.

FROCEEDINGS AT ASTORIA

A Stormy Session Yesterday — An
Agreement Arrived At

Mﬁealm A. Moody Nomioaied by Ac-
clamation—Other Nominatlions.

Thursday's Daily.

At 10 o'clock yesterday Chairman C;
H. Carey called the Republican conven-
tion for the second congressional district
to order. E. L. Smith of Wusco nomi-
nated T. C. Taylor of Umatilla for tem-
porary chairman, pot the motion and
declared it carried. Carey refused to
recognize Taylor, and W, M. Rasmus of
Muitnomah nominated Otis Patterson of
Heppner, whose election was declared
by Carey, amidst great confosion. A
division was called for and refused by
Carey. .

Both chairmen then took the plat-
form. Cbairman Taylor recognized the
nomination of C. E. Cochran for secre-
tary, and Pattereon recognized the nomi-
nition of F, W. Eppinger. Each was
declared elected. Concarrent motions
fur committees of five each on creden-
tinlsand on organization and order of
business were entertained by both chair-
men and declared carried.

Preliminary to the opening of the con-
vention two petitions were handed to
Chairmsn Carey, one signed by 48 of the
80]delegates outside of Multnomah coun-
ty, askiog him te name Taylor as tempo-
rary chairman, and the other signed by
about 30 asking him to name Patterson.
The refnsal of Carey to grant the first
petition was the regeon why Smith
nominated Taylor and put the motion
himself.

The Patterson convention remaioed in
session while conferences were being
held between the leaders of the two
sides.

Two propositions were submitted. The
Taylor party proposed that Multnomah
retire and let the 50 outside delegates
seltle the matter of terporary organiza-
tion, o that buosiness cculd proceed in
the regular way.

The Patleérson party proposed that the
whole matter be referred to the state
convention tomorrow, meanwhile eandi-
dates for congress to be named by out-
side delegates alone.

At 2;10 p. m. the Taylor convention
was called to order. The commities on
organization recommended that the tem-
porary organization be made permeanent,
and to proceed to nominate & candidate
for congrese,

It was feared that Baker, Gilliam and
Clateop wonld remain ont, but they re-
turned to the organized convention nnd
participated in its sclions.

The name of Maleolm Moody of this
place wus brought before the convention
and he was nominated for congressmsn
from the second district by acclamation,

Astoris, April 14.—The Republican
Stdte Convention was called to order at
11 a. m. by Seol, Hirsch., Temporary or.
ganization was effected by the unani-
mons election of ex-Mavor Tooze of
Woodbarn as chairman, and C. E, Qoch-
rane of Unjon connty as secretary.

Chairman Tooze then appointed the
committee on order of bnsinesa and cre-
dentials, and adjoornment was taken
till 1 pom. The committee on platform,
congisting of one delegate from each
county, was selected duoring the noon
hoar, Just hefore adjonrnment the fol-
lowing resolation was offered by Judge
Pipea of Multnomah :

“Resolved, that the following mes-
sage be at ‘once wired to President Me-
Kinley: ‘The Republicans of Oregon in
convention sssembled, to the president
of the United States, greeting: With
the ntmost confidence in the wisdom of
your administration, snd pledging you
the'support of the state of Oregon, we
express our earnest conviction that the
Maine was destroyed by the design or
eriminal negligence of Spanish officers,
and that this ootrage is just cause for
the United States to drive the Spauish
nation from the Weetern Hemisphere.””’

The resolution was adopted amid deal-
ening applaose, after which the dele-
gates arose snd gsve three cheers for
McKinley. :
